for the Moon is ( at the middle of either Eclipſe ) in the eighth Houſe of 
the Heavens , in domo Mortls, gc. Mars i Almuten, or chief Rulcy ar 
the firſt Eclipſe of the Moon; An1 Mercury of the ſceond ; And both of 
them in Signis humanis -:. If therefore we eſcape harp tertian Feavers, - 
TUAar, Famine, Peſtilence, Houſe breakings, Rapes, Depopulations , Man- 
Plaughters, ſecret. Seditions , Baniſhments, Impriſonments, violent aud uncx- 
peed. deaths, Robberics, Thefts, and fyraticall Invaſions ; If alſo Libekers, 
and Drftcmpered Letters be fore talled an! intercepted , Let the Gloyy be to 
Ged', For when Villany is unmasked, Vertue ſhineth : Buſie tongues, and 
variable Rumours, will ſeduce or induce many ; -but nothing for their Good, 
"exc.
